Sitting out among the trees of our little island, I tried to recall the 
different calls of the birds here about. While I sat reading, a small, del­ 
icately formed bird perched upon the top of the camp chair in which I 
sat! 
It had a coat richer th an any ermine in quality, beautifully grey, 
with a throat of dull yellow. 
I lolled and loafed in an atmosphere of scented pines and woodsy de­ 
cay. 
I walked over paths carpeted with the droppings of needles from 
the pines, and climbed over great rocks garmented with green moss of 
the m ost brilliant to deep. rich hues. It thrilled me to tread that soft 
earth material. I gathered a whole armful of that moss and packed it 
about the rocks near my lodge. 
Near the point of one of the small Islands is a form ation of rock 
thickly scarred and streaked w ith lines which the grating and rubbing of 
glaciers "br large formations of rock in the ice have caused. These writ­ 
ings may be thousands of years old! 
Each now, however, is a line of 
beauty. 
Now the day is about ended. The sun is going to sleep in the west. 
The wind is dying and the waves of the ake are quieting. The day be­ 
fore I left my office for “Weskawenaak,” my old friend, Carrie Jacobs 
Bond, called upon me. I am now thinking of the opening lines of that 
lovely song that has given her so much well-deserved fam e—“When You 
Come to the End of a Perfect Day.”

Completion pf the Pennsylvania 
railroad from Philadelphia to P itts­ 
burgh on December IO, 1852, marked 
the start of a period of rapid de­ 
velopment of western Pennsylvania 
industry. 
Additional impetus was given to 
iron and steel production by David 
Thomas who built at Catasaqua the 
first really efficient and powerful 
blowing engine for a blast Dirnace. 
Johnstown, chosen because of the 
great ore and coal deposits in the 
district, became the site of the 
Cambria iron works, built in 1853 
with plans to confine production to 
iron rails only. 
Jones and Laughlin, Ltd., was es­ 
tablished at Pittsburgh the same 
year, developing eventually Info the 
extensive Jones and Laughlin steel 
company. 
The transition, complet­ 
ed in 1902, was followed by the con­ 
struction of the company’s Aliquip­ 
pa works during the period from 
1907 to 1910. 
Iron ore, shipped to Erie from 
Lake 
Superior, entered 
Pennsyl­ 
vania for the first time in 1853 and 
its use was inaugurated 
a t the 
Sharpsville and Clay furnaces in 
Mercer county. 
From far away Sinope, news of 
the destruction of the Turkish fleet 
brought to international naval of­ 
ficers the realization that arm or on 
ships was essential. The event and 
its results opened a new field to the 
ever increasing scope of the iron 
and steel industry. 
In the eastern part of the state, 
the 
Thomas 
iron 
company, 
of 
Hokendauqua, 
was 
organized 
at 
Easton in 1854. a year in which 
world pig iron production was esti­ 
mated 
at 6,000.000 tons. 
G reat 
Britain was producing half the total 
and four times as much as the 
United States, 
By the next year, all of western 
Pennsylvania boasted only IOO coke 
ovens but the output of anthracite 


Iron in the United States surpassed 
for the first time th a t made with 
charcoal. 
The Cambria iron works rolled its 
first 30-foot rails, found no demand 
for them and was compelled to use 
them in the company's tracks. 
The year 1835 was otherwise an 
important one for the industry. It 
was a period of organization which 
witnessed 
the 
inception 
of 
the 
American 
iron 
association 
and, 
eventually, the American iron and 
steel institute of today, 
“Iron Age” began publication, ap­ 
pearing as the ‘‘Hardware M ans 
Newspaper.” 
The Niagara suspension bridge, 
begun three years before, was com­ 
pleted in 1855, an d the year was 
climaxed by Sir Henry Bessemer^ 
first important paper, read to asso­ 
ciates. He revolutionized steel pro­ 
duction and, w ithin a month, re­ 
ceived about $135,000 for licenses 
under his invention.
